1. (Amended) A disposable absorbent article to be worn by a xiser comprising 

an absorbent body [(104)] and a cover enclosing the same, which on a first side, facing the 
user in an in-use position, displays a fluid-pervious surface layer [(102)] and on a second 
side, facing away from the user in an in-use position, displays a fluid-impervious surface 
layer [(103)], wherein the fluid-pervious surface layer [(102)] comprises an impregnation 
comprising at least one hydrophilic organic solvent having a low vapour pressure at room 
tenq)erature.
